are fifty per cent more favorable to 
the strikers than they were last Mon- 
day. 
Any proposal for 
arbitration 


must come from the companies. 


This statement was given out to- 


day at the local headquarters of the 
Telegraphers' Union and reflects the 
enthusiasm w hich was aroused by the 
arrival of President S. J. Small from 
Chicago. 


"You may say this is a fight to a 


finish," said President Small. "The 
•watchword is 'stick.' 
We are solid 


in every part of the country. 
From 


every side comes encouragement. We 
are financially able to make a long 
fight. 
We ask no quarter." 


The union officials announced to- 


day that the Western Union had re- 
duced or taken away 
entirely 
the 


bonus that has bsen paid the strike 
breakers and that many of the opera- 
tors we,re joining- the attempt to ef- 
fect a settlement. 
/ 


Small said he did not expect Presi- 


dent Roosevelt to take any hand in 
the strike, as he believed it was a 
matter between the companies and 
the men, and that wnlle the business 
interests were affected, the general 
welfare of the nation 
was not in- 


volved. 


It is not probable that Small will 


make any effort to meet ^officials of 
the Western Union or Postal compan- 
ies today. 


PRESIDENT 


ARBIVES FROM WEST 


New York, Aug. 26. — S. J. Small, 


president of the Commercial Union of 
^Telegraphers, arrived in New York 
from the west. He was met at the 
station by a large delegation of strik- 
ing telegraphers. He attended a meet- 
Ing of the striking telegraphers, where 
he was received with enthusiasm. He 
made a brief address, in which he 
dvelt with the general situation, re- 
fraining from discussing local condi- 
tions. Mr. Small gave out an optimis- 
tic statement regarding general strike 
conditions, in which he said: "We 
hare fully 95 per cent of all the com- 
mercial telegraphers in the United 
States on strike. This applies to small 
and large cities. Thousands of one- 
man offices are closed and the keys to 
the doors are in the possession of city 
Officials, to be turned over to the in- 
spectors of the company when they 
arrive. 'No arbitration' is the cry 
from coast to coast." 


In face of the statements by the 


Striking unionists, both the Western 
Union and the Postal Telegraph com- 
panies emphasize their declarations 
that the situation Is improving daily 
and that barring a few unimportant 
towns, conditions are gradually but 
steadily reassuming a normal basis. 
They announce that they are handling 
all the business offered with dispatch. 


President Small iu an 
interview 


•aid: "We have started to raise a large 
fund—two of them, in fact. 
One of 


these is for the benefit of the strikers 
and the other to be expended in prop- 
aganda work in favor of government 
control of the telegraph. Although the 
cali for funds has only been out. a fe>v 
days, many remittances were received 
before I left Chicago, and, strange to 
say, as much was received for the 
campaign fund as for the benefit of 
the strikers."

Meeker on this eastward ox team*trek, 
this prairie schooner excursion from 
the west coast to the east coast, which 
has occupied nineteen months. Mr. 
Meeker might have traveled it in five 
days by transcontinental train, but be- 
ing a poet soul and a pioneer still aft- 
er half a century of pioneering he 
•would have nothing but a drive iden- 
tical with that of 1852, only in reverse 
direction and continuing right on to his 
birthplace in Butler county, Ind.; then 
to New York city, which he has just 
reached; then to Oyster Bay to pre- 
sent his plea to the president and then 
on to Washington for further pushing 
of his pet project. What that project 
is may be told in a few words. 


Pioneer Way. 


Ezra Meeker wants the government 


to build a great national highway, fol- 
lowing the old trail from the Missouri 
river to the Oregon country, to be 
named Pioueer way. 


"It will be a way," says this pio- 


neer, "that shall make traffic practi- 
cable by the trackless car, a road of 
cement that shall be thronged by the 
coming generations." 


Mr. Meeker left his home in Pu- 


yallup, Wash., Jan. 29, 1906, accompa- 
nied by Miss Bertha Templeton, his 
granddaughter. Two stout, sturdy oxen 
pulled an ancient prairie schooner of 
the type of the Oregon pioneer time. 
The wagon bed was of boat shape; 
hence the name schooner. Pioneers 
used to find the boat shaped bed handy 
in crossing streams. Mr. Meeker him- 
self crossed several streams by using 
his wagon bed for a boat on his way 
out to Washington. A considerable 
part of the wagon in which he made 
the eastward trek belonged to the 
identical schooner which he used in 
1352. His camp and cook outfit was 
made up pretty much like that of the 
early pioneer. There was even a dog 
trotting alongside the tar bucket hang- 
ing at the rear. Ezra Meeker is noth- 
ing if'not realistic in his doubling back 
over the old trail. 


The oxen were about'the only mod- 


ern part of the outfit, and yet they 
looked strangely out of date as they 
drew the covered wagon along .the

N 1852 Ezra Meeker, pioneer, aged 


twenty-two, drove an ox team to 
the far northwest over the Ore- 
gon trail. In 1906-07 Ezra Meeker, 


pioneer, aged seventy-six, has driven 
an ox team from the far northwest to 
the east over the Oregon trail and far 
beyond. 
Between these two dates 


•what marvels have happened! 


Ezra Meeker, pioneer, is a poet, 


though he noes not write verse. No 
man save one whose soul is possessed 
by healthful sentiment could have un- 
dertaken such a trek as Ezra Meeker 
is just completing. For an old mar. 
of his year£ it is almost an epic 
achievement. Yet Mr. Mcc'.ior insist? 
that he is "only seventy-six years 
young," and we must apologize right 
at the outset for calling him old. The 
pioneer declares that he hasn't known 
a sick day for more than half a cen- 
tury. 
He «vas twenty-two when ho 


took his youtxg wife to the Oregon 
country from the old home in Indiana 
fifty-four years ago. Mrs. Meeker— 
the same young wife—still lives to 
•bare her husband's fame, for he is 
going to be famous as the preserver 
and restorer of the old Oregon trail, 
.one of our most historic highways. 


•L So that has been the mission of Ezra 


dim old trail—dim in places and in 
other places made over into good 
roads and much traveled for short dis 
tances by the local inhabitants. On< 
of the oxen made the entire transcon 
tinental trip. The other died^at Lin 
coin, Xeb., where Mr. Meekerrwas de 
layed for several weeks looking for a 
successor to that ox. This inciden 
serves to emphasize the wonderfu 
progress made by that part of th 
country since the fifties. lu those days 
Ions: caravans of ox teams were trudg 
ing westward through Nebraska. NOT 
a man must wait weeks to find on< 
lone ox who knows his business. 


Interesting Ceremony. 
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Meeker stopped to erect markers o 
monuments. He was not out for a 
siieeil record. Usually he would ad 
dress tlie people gathered at a poin 
which it was desirable to mark. A 
several places the school children, him 
dreds of them, contributed their mite 
for the making of the monument. Here 
a nule bowlder was placed, there a 
cairn of stone and yonder a handsome 
granite shaft. 
At the famous pass 


through the Rocky mountains Mr. Mee- 
ker traveled eighty-four miles from a 
postoffioe to reach the summit and 
place a monument. Only twenty-four 


young 


found vast changes. 
The country 


through which he passed iu 1S02 was 
largely barren plains, prairies, deso- 
late stretches of waste wilderness. He 
found the straggly buffalo grass sup- 
planted by the cultivated grasses of 
agriculture. He found orchards and 
forests developed on what had been 
treeless territory. He found splendid 
cities and thriving Ur.vns all along. He 
found highly developed farmhouses, 
the wide fields cultivated by motor 
plows and the gram gathered by great 
reapers which move by traction power 
over the fields, heading the wheat 
thrashing it and filling sacks with the 
golden store. For a considerable part 
of the journey he found a great trans-

tactically the Oregon trail. 


Whizzing automobiles passed the an- 
ient schooner outfit from time to time. 
Occupants of these modern machines 
no doubt wondered who it was in the 
prairie schooner and why he was do- 
ng it. Perhaps some of them smiled 
at the rjuaiut spectacle, as at "the last 
eaf on the tree." But the well pre- 
served pioneer, enthusiastic in his mis- 
sion for preservation of the old trail, 
'or building Pioneer way so that 'In- 
ure generations may travel it and 
ecall the glorious achievements of the 
early j-j^neers, the men who settled 
:he Pa"caic northwest and made it 
American territory — this young-old 
>ioneer cared not a whit what others 
bought of him. He did care, though, 
for What they thought of his project, 
and at every opportunity he told the 
people about it and urged their co- 
operation. 


Picturesque Abode. 


At the Lewis and Clark exposition 


in Portland two years ago I talked 
with Ezra Meeker from time to time. 
He was a "feature" of that esposi- 
ion. 
He lived on the grounds in a 


cozy house made of a section of a gi- 
gantic Washington tree hollowed out 
and roofed over with canvas. It was 
a strikingly picturesque abode, delight- 
fully appropriate to the occupant and 
the occasion. There sat Ezra Meeker, 
selling his books to those who would 
buy, talking with his visitors about 
the old days and the new days and 
discussing his pet scheme for person- 
ally retracing the trail and having it 
restored. In his tree house, the room 
being at least fifteen feet in diameter, 
Mr. Meeker had relics of the old days. 


I never met a saner man than Ezra 


Meeker. He is a widely traveled man. 
He has known both wealth and pov- 
erty. Early in the Washington terri- 
tory days he discovered that hops 
grow with remarkable fecundity in 
that region. 
He planted great hop 


yards and waxed wealthy from the 
product. In those days he -was called 
the hop king. 


Daniel Webster and other easterners 


strongly opposed the acquisition of the 
6regon country. Webster held that all 
the country beyond the Rockies was 
barren desert, worthless wilderness, 
and made some comments on the 
worthlessness of that region which 
look like hilarious humor today. But 
Webster was serious. He knew little 
or nothing of the great west beyond 
the backbone of the mountains. The 
fight for Oregon, which meant a greal 
deal more than the present state of 
that name, was carried on by the pio- 
neers. It was waged by Ezra Meeker 
and men of his stamp, who drove 01 
teams across that trackless, "worth- 
less" wilderness. It was waged also 
by men like Benton and Dr. Lewis 
F. Linn in the United States senate 
both of them from Missouri and both 
able to "show" what Webster couldn' 
see. Linn really began the battle in 
the senate, and after he died Benton 
took up the struggle. 
The state of 


Oregon has named counties for Linn 
and Benton. 


The United States did not get al 


of the original Oregon country. 
We 


got the territory now comprised in the 
three states of Oregon, Washington 
and Idaho and a small portion of two 
other states, but the greed of Grea 
Britain and the dilatorftiess of some 
of our own statesmen robbed us of the 
rest of it. The slogan of "fifty-foui 
forty or fight" is well remembered. I 
meant that by right of discovery and 
exploration, the land was ours up to 
the parallel of 54 degrees 40 minutes 
marking the southern boundary oj 
what was then Russian America. By 
final compromise we got the southern 
part, and England took the northern 
section. 
Had America held out fo 


the whole of the Oregon country the1 
United States now would extend in an 
unbroken line from the tip end o 
Florida to the icy cap of northernmos 
Alaska. Wouldn't it have been -worth 
while? 


Traveled by Men of Note. 


The old Oregon trail led out from th' 


town of Independence, Mo., overland £ 
matter of 3,000 miles to Vancouve 
and Astoria. Lewis and Clark, th 
first official explorers of the region 
traversed parts of the trail. Dr. Mar 
cus Whitman traversed it time an 
again between his home, near For 
Vancouver, Wash., and the nationa 
capital in his efforts to induce con 
Kress to Americani'/.e the vast resio 
and secure a permanent hold. Joaquir 
Miller, the lyric poet of the pioneers 
traversed the old trail as a boy wit 
his father's family. 


Whatever may be the outcome o 


Ezra Meeker's mission, no person wh 
is acquainted with the story of th 
pioneers and the history of the strug 
g!e for the Oregon country niul i 
splendid development can withhold :• 
spoct and reverence from this m" 
who in bis declining years has writvt 
with the wheels of an ox team an ?;• 
couplet In lines 3,000 miles lor:::. ?'

ing the- Republican nomination for 
mayor of Columbus the most widely 
known is General H. A. Axline, who 
was assistant adjutant general of Ohio 
when Charles Foster was governor and 
was adjutant general to both Governor 
Foraker and Governor Bushnell. Ax- 
line also was a colonel in the Spanish 
war and commanded a brigade.

Axline's alliance with the Foraker 
forces will make his candidacy for the 
nomination an Interesting feature of 
the Columbus Republican primaries, 
which will be held Sept. 12.

It is believed that Senator Foraker 


is a dark-horse candidate for the Re- 
publican nomination for president, in 
event of a deadlock in the convention 
over the avowed candidates who will 
go into the convention as "favorite 
sons" of several important states. He 
has not said openly that he would en- 
ter the list of "receptive candidates", 
but his friends believe a contingency 
might arise which would make Fora- 
ker available for the nomination, and 
firm in the belief that the senator a 
little later aJong will give his approval 
of the things that his friends have 
done in that behalf, they are carefully 
blazing the trail. 


After his speech at Georgetown, Sen- 


ator Foraker declared that the contest 
in Ohio will go on to the end. In an 
Interview he is quoted as saying: "At 
one time when a compromise was sug- 
gested, I promptly said, although not 
pleased with it, that I would abide by 
it and earnestly support Mr. Taft for 
the presidency if that should seem to 
be the wish of the Republicans of 
Ohio. But conciliation was met in 
such a hostile way that my self-resnect 
compelled me to withdraw the sugges- 
tion and resume the contest. Now 
each side can have whatever it can 
take by the sword, and in my opinion 
neither side will get anything except 
what is taken in that way."

An interesting controversy arose 


over the legitimacy of the prize song 
accepted for the Ohio homecoming. It 
was found that the words of the song 
awarded the prize were written many 
years ago, the name of the author 
being unknown. The same words were 
set to music by Alexander Auld and 
pubulished in a song book entitled 
"Key of the West" over 50 years ago, 
the song and music being published 
also on page 296 of Howe's History of 
Ohio, where it was found by Professor 
D. E. Rudolph, instructor of music in 
the Zanesville public schools, who 
composed new music for the words 
and submitted it in the prize contest 
for the Ohio home coming. In giving 
an account of the song Howe's history 
says the words were not original with 
Auld, but were sung by settlers who 
came to Ohio early in the last century. 
Professor Rudolph did not assume to 
be the author of the words, and plainly

as to the words, showing that the au- 
thorship of the words WEW anonymous, 
as they probably were to Auld when, 
he wrote his music for the same 
words. Professor Rudolph added a re- 
frain. Thus an old song, which was 
sung by early settlers in Ohio a cen- 
tury ago, revived in the '50s, is given a 
new musical 
arrangement for the 


home coming. A song that has done 
service a century ought to be a good 
state anthem. It is evident that Auld 
revised the poem to suit his music, 
and omitted one stanza, as the earlier 
version of the poein "Hills of Ohio" 
has been found. Professor Rudolph 
followed the Auld version. As the au- 
thor of the new music he is entitled 
to the prize and the revised version, 
set to revised music, will be sung by a 
chorus of 500 voices during the home- 
coming celebration.

the Ohio song:

Edward M. Van Cleve, superinten- 


dent of public schools at Steubenville,

Mr. Van Cleave is a brother of 
John Van Cleve, the eminent musician 
of Cincinnati, and a brother of Charles 
Van Cleve, superintenflet ef the Toledo 
schools.

Frank Lumb, now one of the teachers 
at the state school, and a blind man; 
Professor J. J Bliss of Bucyrus, C. D.

A unique exhibition was held at the 


Ohio State university. It was a dis- 
play of mushrooms, not only the kind 
we used to gather in the orchard and 
out in the woods, but all varities of 
poisonous and edible fungi. There were 
over 40 living specimens and some 
earlier varieties preserved in jars, and 
over 125 water-color drawings of mush- 
rooms. Fully 300 persons attended the 
exhibit, mostly from other points, 
among them many medical men. The 
exhibit is regarded ae of great educa- 
tional value, for the raising of edible 
mushrooms in cellars is now carried 
on by many people, especially in cities. 
Among the most Interesting of 
the 


specinrents shown were a group of the 
same poisonous mushrooms that killed 
Dr. DInsmore of Deep Valley, W. Va., 
and nearly put an end to the rest of 
his family. Professor O. J. Jennings, 
curator of the Carnegie museum at 
Pittsburg, went to Deep Valley and 
secured the specimens from the very 
wood where Dr. Dinsmore got those 
that killed him. The exhibition was 
conducted by Professor W. A. Keller- 
man of the Ohio State naiversity, as- 
sisted by Mrs. E. B. Biankford of the 
Boston Museum of Fine Arts, and by 
Professor M E. Hard of the ChilH- 
cothe public schools.

tional 
Educational 
association in 


Charleston, S. C., several years ago. 
He urged the fact that people reared 
in the north do not understand the 
southern problem and cannot appreci- 
ate the situation of this southern pro- 
blem. He also spoke of Thomas Jef- 
ferson, that ardent Virginian, as the 
first great advocate of democracy, and 
one of the first great agitators of the 
public school system. 


First and last, Mr. Humphrey urged 


a school curriculum that would incul- 
cate patriotism and pride in our coun- 
try" and its great history. 
Let the 


Ohio teacher work in Ohio; she has 
a wealth of material at hand. 


Mr. Pearson's opening remarks were 


characteristic and pointed, his saluta- 
tion striking a responsive chord in ev- 
ery member of his audience. It is 
needless to say that Mr. Pearson was 
warmly welcomed as his predecessor 
had been earlier in he morning. 


Mr. Pearson, too, had a broad sub- 


ject from which to draw his theme — 
"Teaching School." 
He announced, 


however, that his subject had started 
small for him, but that its content 
had grown until it filled the whole 
horizon. Nor do any two people have 
exactly the same conception of what 
"teaching school" means 
Some peo- 


ple think that memory work is the 
the bulk of school work, others cling 
to the idea that teaching is merely 
an accumulation and handing out of 
facts. 
Both these ideas are absurd. 


Two questions, well put and answered, 
are enough to determine a teacher's 
qualifications: 


1. Has he horse sense? 
2. Can he teach school? 
A college education, or the 
grade 


certificate that the teacher' holds, is 
not going to determine his degree of 
success. 
"The gods make room on the heights 


sublime. 


Only for those who have the will to 


climb. 


Wake thou the sleeping angel in each 


heart." 


If the teacher can wake the sleeping 


angel in the child's heart, give him a 
good salary, and don't worry about his 
"certificate. Isn't that education.' The 
essence of teaching school is the same 
as the problem of the pulpit: to accept 
and develop the sleeping angel, to in- 
duce the child in your care to slough 
off the coarse and the boorish and the 
rough and uncouth. 
Remember too, 


that the boy has his rights, that he 
grows tired of us and our platitudes. 
A boy, like a balky horse, is best 


moved by a .new sensation. How are 
you going to find the new sensation 
to present as your external stimuli to 
your pupils? It's a pretty hard thing, 
L)ut it'a fout to be dulic i£ ^oli'ie 'ui 
to "teach school.'"

Yuan Shih Kai is about to lelmquish 
the vice royalty of Chi Li for the pur- 
pose of becoming the head of the war 
department.

IN MOROCCO 


Government a Mere Mock Adminis- 


tration, Say the french.

NATIVES THREATEN TOWNS 


Premier Clemeneeau Arrives In Paris 


and Assumes Direction of the Mo- 
roccan Situation — Warships Have 
Coast Cities Under Control — New 
Sultan Appoints Ministry.

change in the situation there. The 
troops are anxious for a decisive en- 
gagement with the tribesmen, but 
France's determination not to pene- 
trate far into the country prevents 
pursuit of the fanatics and results in 
a waiting game. Meantime the state 
of Morocco's internal affairs is grow- 
ing worse. Veritable chaos reigns, 
and the government has degenerated 
Into a mere mock administration. 


Mulal Hafig, the newly proclaimed 


sultan, who is reported to be marching 
toward the coast to fight French and 
Spanish troops, has appointed a min- 
irtry, a member of which is Mulai Sidi 
Mohammed, another brother of the 
actual sultan, who is now held a pris- 
oner by the sultan at Fez. The bandit 
Aalsuli controls his own region and 
the pretender rules northwest Moroc- 
co. The sultan Is not sure of his own 
followers, and anarchy pervades the 
empire. The littoral towns are tran- 
quil because of the presence of foreign 
warships, but Rabat is reported to be 
constantly menaced by tribesmen, who 
are ready to swoop down upon it at 
the first opportunity. Europeans dare 
not pass outside the walls of Rabat 
and other cities. 


Premier Clemeneeau, who arrived 


from Carlsbad, has assumed direction 
e- the Moroccan situation, which de- 
veloped during his absence. He con- 
ferred with Foreign Minister Pichon, 
War Minister Picquart and Minister of 
Marine Thomson, who met him at the 
station, and will go to Rambouillet to 
see President Fallieres. 


Spain's Attitude. 


Madrid, Aug. 26.—At a lengthy cab- 


Ine't meeting concerning the Moroccan 
situation, it was decided that 'the 
Spanish government should continue 
Its policy of a strict observance of the 
Algeciras convention unless the proc- 
lamation naming Mulai Hafid as sultan 
be officially confirmed, in which case 
It will favor the sending out to the 
powers of a Franco-Spanish note clear- 
ly defining the situation and stating 
the course of action it is purposed to 
follow. The Algeciras pact, it is said, 
could be considered to be virtually 
broken as a result of the impossibility 
of coming to an understanding with 
one of the signatories, namely, the 
Bultan of Morocco.

• London, Aug. 36.—Of the 
many 


measures promised in the king's 
speech at the opening of the present 
aession of parliament, which will be 
prorogued next week, but few have 
reached the statute books. Like the 
educational bill and the plural voting 
bill, the most prominent measures of 
the last session, and which were 
thrown out by the house of lords, the 
Irish council bill, which was to jiave 
been the most important piece oflefr- 
Islation at this session, met with early 
defeat, but in a different way.. The 
educational 
and plural voting bills 


gave the Liberals an opening for a 
campaign against the house of lords, 
which is to be carried on vigorously 
during the recess. A licensing bill, the 
object of which was to diminish the 
«vils of drink, another question on 
which the two houses promised to 
clash, was put off on account of the 
pressure of work. The Irish universi- 
ties bill, which also was catalogued 
with the king's speech, was not intro- 
duced. 
Among the bills which came 


up was the Irish evicted tenants bill, 
which the house of lords so radically 
amended that there is little likelihood 
of the house of common finally accept- 
ing it in its altered condition, 


TWO-CENT FARE 


Emergency Rate May Be Ordered by 


the Kansas Commission. 


Topeka, Kan., Aug. 26.—It may not 


be necessary for the state board of 
railroad commissioners to take much 
time before ordering in an emergency 
passenger rate of 2 cents per mile. 
George W. Kanavel, chairman of the 
board, said that he believed that it 
•would not be necessary for the board 
to have a hearing at all. He thinks 
that all that would be necessary would 
be for the members to meet and de- 
cide on the advisability of declaring 
an emergency and putting the 2-cent 
rate into effect at once and ordering 
tne railroads to charge not more than 
£ cents per mile for hauling passen- 
gers. If this position is right, Kansas 
may have a 2-cent rate within a few 
days. 


Claim Firing Unprovoked. 


. 
Tokyo, Aug. 26.—It is reported that 


the investigation made on the part of 
Japan concerning the Pribyloff inci- 
dent of June 19 show that the Jap- 
anese fishers offered no resistance 
whatever and that the firing by the 
American guards was unprovoked. 
The Washington government has been 
notified to that effect and Tokyo is 
now awaiting a reply. The public is 
watching the affair with keen interest.

Ancient Method of Making Brave Sol- 


diers In China. 


In robes of pale silk, delicate and 


cool, a fat young Chinese diplomat 
amused a half dozen pretty girls at a 
Bar Harbor tea. 


"And," he iaas saying, "we find it 


hard to abolish the ancient diet drills 
of our soldiers. 
They still believe, 


you know, that it is food rather than 
work and study which makes the suc- 
cessful warrior. 


"Our old laws bid the soldier on the 


thirteenth day before going into bat- 
tle to eat tiger jelly, so as to possess 
the tiger's ferocity. 
On the twelfth 


day they tell him to eat lion liver in 
order to acquire the lion's bravery. 
For the eleventh day the ancient writ- 
ings advise serpent soup, which will 
give the man the serpent's cunning; 
on the tenth day, chameleon custard, 
so that he may dazzle and confound 
the enemy by changing color like the 
jchameleon; on the ninth day, a broth 
of crocodile that he may pursue the 
enemy in the water no less cleverly 
than on land. 


"Next, jaguar spleen, which will give 


him the jaguar's fierce and rapid on- 
slaught; next, kites' heads, for the 
eyesight; then hippopotamus brains, 
to toughen the skin against wounds; 
then roast monkey, for nimbleness in 
scaling the enemy's walls; then stew- 
ed scorpions, a dish that makes the 
eater capable of inflicting venomous 
wounds; then underdone venomous 
breast, so that the soldier may be cruel 
and pitiless. And finally on the day of 
battle the man is ordered to eat a red 
powder made of the desiccated blood 
of the leopard, so that he may tear 
the foe to pieces as the leopard tears 
his prey." 


The young diplomat laughed. 
"We have still," he said, "hundreds 


of mandarins and thousands of sol- 
diers Tvho think that this diet system 
makes better warriors than all the 
modern drilling and gunnery and sci- 
ence in the world."—Exchange. 


Three Giant Locomotives. 


Three locomotives, now building for 


the Erie railroad at the Schenectady 
works of the American Locomotive 
company, will be the heaviest and 
most powerful engines of their kind 
ever constructed. 


Each locomotive alone, without Its 


tender, will weigh 205 tons, and will 
haul on the level 320 loaded freight 
cars, or a train two miles long. 


These enormous machines are of the 


type known as Mallet compound, and 
will have sixteen drive wheels, ar- 
ranged in two independent groups of 
eight, each.. ,The boilers used are more 
than forty-three feet long, and the In- 
side diameter of the largest firebox 
foundation ring is eight feet 
It is 


provided with 404 tubes two and one- 
quarter Inches in diameter and twen- 
ty-one feet long. The water in the 
boiler will weigh 42,700 pounds and 
the tubes 23,700 pounds. One of the 
fireboxes would make a good sized liv- 
ing room, being ten and one-half feet 
long and nine and one-half feet wide 
inside, and having a grate area of 100 
square feet.—New York Herald. 


The Tattered Flags. 


There is a curious reason for the or- 


der which the kaiser has just issued to 
the effect that the colors of regiments 
are to be taken from their cases only 
on the most important occasions. The 
Ihigs of the German army are in a de- 
plorable condition, even the new ones, 
for the colonels or regiments which 
have had new colors given them of 
late years to replace the old ones which 
went through the Franco-Prussian war 
hated parading with brand new colors, 
as if the regiment had never been in 
action. They winked at the subalterns, 
who silt the new flags and gave them 
the dilapidated air of the old colors. 
But the emperor was furious at this 
imitation, and so he has had the sham 
glories put back into the cases. 


New Method Mirror*. 


Copper very closely resembles silver 


In many respects, but hitherto no 
method has been known of depositing 
it from aqueous solutions on glass so 
as to form mirrors like those so long 
made with silver. This is now accom- 
plished by reducing cupric oxide by 
an aqueous solution of phenyl hydra- 
zine in presence of potassium hydrox- 
ide. Some mirrors made in this way 
have been shown to the London Royal 
society by Dr. F. D. Chattaway and 
have a coherent metallic film as bril- 
liant and uniform as that of the sil- 
ver on glass reflectors used in tele 
scopes and much more beautiful on 
account of the color. 


Accidents on Warships. 


Occasional accidents are as much 


to be looked for on a warship as in 
an industrial plant. If the officers and 
crew are to be fit for service in time 
of war they must practice with the 
big guns. They must engage in work 
where momentary carelessness and the 
neglect of some seemingly trivial pre- 
caution may mean sudden death or 
permanent disablement. On a battle 
ship, as in an iron or a powder mill, 
eternal vigilance Js the price of snffty. 
and in spite of the utmost vigilanos 
deplorable casualties may happen.— 
Chicago Tribune.

GO TO ISTHMUS IN NOVEMBER 


Proposed VisH the Outcome of a Sug- 


gestion From Representative Taw- 
ney—Next Congress May Authorize 
the Work to Proceed Regardless of 
Appropriations. 


Washington, Aug. 26.—Members of 


the next congress who will have in 
charge the preparation of the sundry 
civil bill, in _ which the appropriation 
for the Panama canal is incorporated, 
will go to the isthmus the coming fall 
to examine the estimates for the ap- 
propriation for continuing work on 
the canal. The proposed visit is the 
outcome of a suggestion from Repre- 
sentative J. A. Tawney of Minnesota, 
chairman of the appropriations com- 
mittee in the last congress, who was at 
the isthmus following adjournment last 
March. The suggestion has met with a 
hearty response from those identified 
with the commission's work, who be- 
lieve that a great deal of good will re- 
sult from a heart-to-heart talk between 
the congressmen who prepared the ap- 
propriation and the officials who spend 
it, and that it will clear the way in 
advance for any misapprehensions or 
misunderstandings that may exist as 
to the justness and propriety of allot- 
ting the money estimated to be neces- 
sary for the year's work. 


Of particular importance is the pro- 


posed visit regarded at the present 
time, when the question is now before 
the president whether the commission 
can lawfully expend during the pres- 
ent fiscal year any more money than 
was specifically appropriated, Colonel 
Goethals having reported to the au- 
thorities in "Washington that the work 
has progressed so rapidly that it will 
be in the interest of true economy to 
exceed that amount to the extent of 
$8,000,000, and by reason of which he 
thinks a year's time will be saved in 
the completion of the great waterway. 
Officials here think congress may, as 
a result of the observations of the 
members of the appropriations com- 
mittee who go to the isthmus, see fit 
to provide legislation under which 
work may proceed regardless of the 
appropriations, if this authority does 
not already exist. The committee will 
leave New York Nov. 5 and return to 
Washington in time for the opening of 
congress in December. 


CHOATE'S PLAN 


For Allotment of Judges For the Inter- 


national High Court.

The Hague, Aug. 26—Joseph H. 


Choate is working on a new plan for 
the allotment of judges for the inter- 
national high court of justice, under 
which the representatives of the Unit- 
ed States and those of all the Latin- 
American countries will form one 
group. This plan, it is believed, will 
dissipate any feeling arising from the 
previous proposed allotment over the 
lack of equality of any state in the rep- 
resentation of the court 
This union 


of the whole of the American conti- 
nent, it is considered, would be of 
great importance not only in the estab- 
lishment of the court, but as a great 
political move, rallying around the 
United States, as it would, all the 
states of Central and South America.
